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Exeter, N. H,, August 25, 1909. 


In response to a call from a volunteer committee consisting of 
Mrs. Mabel Folsom Hutchinson of Melrose, president; Israel 
Folsom of Lewiston, Me., secretary, and Willis H. Folsom, Spring- 
vale, Me., treasurer; assisted by William Howard Folsom or Exe¬ 
ter, in making local arrangements; about one hundred and fifty 
members of the Folsom Family gathered in the old First Church of 
Exeter, at 2 p. m. of the above date, for the purpose of forming an 
organization of the family. 

Israel Folsom called the meeting to order, and asked the Rev. 
Milo G. Folsom of Dolgeville, N. Y., to offer prayer. 

Wm. Howard Folsom welcomed the members to Exeter, and 
dwelt on the closely united circumstances and events that compose 
the history of the old town and of our family, of the very building 
in which this meeting is held, having been erected by a builder 
named Folsom; that the old “ Sam Folsom tavern ’* entertained 
Washington at breakfast under the control of Col. Samuel Folsom 
in 1789; that many members of the family had been and still are 
serving the town in various important capacities. 

Willis H. Folsom responded for the family, and also told of the 
conception and growth of this idea of a reunion and possibly an 
organization, congratulating the members on the enthusiasm shown. 

Miss Beulah Folsom of Auburn, Me., rendered a piano solo 
in a very pleasing manner. 

The’treasurer of the committee reported ninety-four contribu¬ 
tions received from many different localities. The statement is 
appended below. 

Hon. Channing Folsom of Newmarket, N. H., ex-supt. of 
schools for New Hampshire made an informal address, telling of 
the early privations and sufferings of colonial times. He is a 
descendant of Ephraim of the second generation. 

On motion of Channing Folsom, seconded by James E. 
Folsom, the temporary organization was made permanent. Chan¬ 
ning Folsom was then elected Vice-president. . On motion voted 
that Chair appoint committee of three to nominate a recording 
secretary, allowing Israel Folsom to be relieved of part of the ar¬ 
duous duties of his office. Israel, Wm. H. and Willis H. were 
appointed, and named for this office James E. Folsom of Brain¬ 
tree, Mass., who was thereupon elected, 
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Announcement was made that there are a number of copies 
of the book of genealogy, compiled by the late Rev. Jacob Chap¬ 
man, and members can a^ly for same to Mrs. Jacob Chapman, 
Ebceter, or Rev. Omar W. Folsom, Bath, Me. 

The secretary then introduced Rev. Louis C. Cornish of 
Hingham, Mass., who is secretary of a general committee of the 
town of Hingham, arranging for a celebration next year, and the 
erection of a memorial lower and chime of bells, to commemorate 
the settlement of the town, by families from Hingham, England, 
in 1635 and 1638, who gave a delightful talk on the history of the 
Folsom family’s ancestor, John Foulsham coming from Hingham 
England, in company with Rev. Robert Peck and nineteen other 
families, in 1638, to join the company who had emigrated from 
there three years earlier, and setded at “ Bare Cove ” later termed 
Hingham, Mass. 

A vote of thanks was tendered Mr. Cornish, and on motion a 
committee of three was appointed to draft a resolution expressing 
the sentiment of this gathering on the subject of the Hingham 
celebration. Chair appointed Ernest Folsom, Dover, N. H.; 
Mrs. Dr. Anna B. Davis, Boston, Mass., and Miss Frances Mathes, 
Portsmouth, N. H. 

On motion of Israel Folsom, a committee was appointed to 
submit a resolution of appreciation for the work of the late Rev. 
Jacob Chapman as genealogist. Chair named Daniel Gilman, 
Elizabeth Knowles Folsom and Wm. Howard Folsom all of 
Elxeler. 

Voted to appoint a committee to draft by-laws and rg)ort at 
evening session. Chair appointed Herbert A. Folsom, Boston, 
Mass., Milo G. Folsom, Dolgeville, New York, and Edwin 
Folsom of Epping, N. H. 

On motion, voted to hold next next annual meeting at Hing¬ 
ham, Mass., at the time of the tovm’s celebration. 

Dr. Davis, for the committee on Hingham, offered a resolution 
to the effect that the organization recognize the work of the com¬ 
mittee at Hingham, and pledge this family’s support. (See reso¬ 
lution below.) 

An effort was made to have a roll call by different branches 
of the family but it was evident that the members must have lime 
for instruction on this point. 

After pleasant remarks from several members, the meeting 
adjourned until 7.30 p. m. 

During the intermission many members visited the old “ Sam 
Folsom tavern ” and the old garrison house, formerly occupied by 




Edward Gilman, father-in-law to John Folsom, Both these 
places were very kindly thrown open to the members, and guidance 
and information was given by the occupants. 

The evening session opened with singing of ** Blest be the 
Tie.” The first business was the report of the Committee on 
By-Laws. This was read and adopted by articles, except that 
article five was recommended for belter and plainer expression. 

The Chapman committee then reported and a resolution was 
adopted, which the secretary was ordered to convey, with an 
autograph letter, to Mrs. Mary E. Chapman, widow of the his¬ 
torian. (Resolution appears in full, below). 

On motion, the election of a genealogist, as provided by the 
By-Laws, was postooned until the next annual meeting. 

On motion, Rev. Harold M. Folsom, of Biddeford, Me.^ 
(rector of the Christ Church, there) was elected chaplain, 

Milo G. Folsom moved that a collection be taken to provide 
funds for a new book of genealogy, but after discussion, no action 
was taken. 

On motion of Dr. Davis, it was voted to appropriate money 
from the treasury, to pay for printing the By-Laws, the minutes of 
this meeting, including the resolutions passed and a list of those 
present, and if necessary, the Hingham resolution for special 
distribution. 

A piano solo by Miss Alice Mae Folsom of Lewiston, Me., 
was followed by a vocal solo by Mrs. Frederick C. Folsom of 
Dorchester, Mass. 

A humorous reading by Miss Anna Folsom of Auburn, Me., 
was encored, and followed by a piano duet by Misses .Alice and 
Beulah Folsom. 

Mrs. Dr. Anna B. Davis of Boston, gave a paper, explaining 
how to trace ancestry, telling of her line from Peter of the second 
generation, and the affinity that always existed between her an¬ 
cestors and their cousins, the Gilmans and the Nelsons, of the settle¬ 
ment and hardships at Gilmanton, N. H., on the then frontier, how 
the Folsoms figured in every Colonial and Indian war. She 
recommended visiting the rooms of the Genealogical Society in 
Boston for information on family history. 

On a supplementary report of the committee on By-Laws, 
Article V was adopted in form. 

The meeting closed at 9,30 p. m., with the singing of ** Amer¬ 
ica.” 

On the following morning a large number of those who stayed 
over night at the hospitable Squamscott Hotel, with some members 
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living in to^vn, took passage by trolley car for Hampton Beach, 
where a most pleasant social time was spent. On the next day, 
Friday, the secretary had the privilege of conducting a large parly 
to points of interest in and about Hingham, followed by an enjoy¬ 
able shore dinner at Nantasket Beach.
